Fare Hike 
Plan OK’d 
For Metro 

Board approves largest rate 
inereases in systems history 

WAS H I N GTO N I Metro’s board of directors on 
Thursday approved the largest increases in 
subway fares and parking fees in the agency’s 
history after months of contentious debate 
among directors. 

The 5 to 1 decision came despite protests 
from riders that the increases are not justified, 
given the system’s service 
problems. But Metro offi- 
cials said the increase was 
necessary to help close a 
projected $1.3 billion bud- 
get gap for fiscal 2009. 

“If the board did not act, 
the only option was to cut 
service, and nobody wants 

to see that, especially our 

customers,” General Manager John Catoe 
said in a statement. 

Under the new policy, which goes into 
effect Jan. 6, rush hour rail fares will increase 
30 to 60 cents, depending on the trip. The 
minimum fare will rise from $1.35 to $1.65, 
and the maximum fare will increase from 
$3.90 to $4.50. Rush-hour fares for seniors 
and disabled riders will also go up and will 
be equal to half the regular fare. Non-rush- 
hour fares won’t change. 

Parking at suburban Metro stations, which 
currently costs up to $4 a day, will increase 
75 cents. The board also reserved the right to 
raise parking fees another 25 cents in July. 

Bus fares will stay at $1.25 per ride for those 
paying with SmarTrip electronic fare cards; 
riders using cash will pay an extra dime, (ap)

State Assembly Votes to 
Abolish the Death Penalty 

The New Jersey Assembly approved 
legislation Thursday to abolish the 
state’s death penalty, making Gov. 
Jon S. Corzine’s signature the only 
step left before the state becomes 
the first in four decades to ban exe- 
cutions. Assembly members voted 
44-36 to replace the death sentence 
with life in prison without parole. 
The state Senate approved the bill 
Monday. Corzine has said he will 
sign the bill within a week, (ap)

Dems Say to Tax the Rich in Debate 


Presidential hopefuls 
are cordial in last test 
before Iowa caucuses 

JOHNSTON, IOWA I Democratic 
presidential hopefuls called for 
higher taxes on the highest-paid 
Americans and on big corpora- 
tions Thursday and agreed in an 
unusually cordial debate that any 
thought of balancing the federal 
budget would have to wait. 

“We’re not going to be able to dig 
ourselves out” of Bush- era deficits 
in the next year or two, said Illi- 


nois Sen. Barack Obama, one of six 
Democratic rivals sharing a stage for 
the final time before Iowa’s leadoff 
Jan. 3 caucuses. 

Asked about the importance of 
eliminating deficits. Democrats 
responded by criticizing President 
Bush’s economic policies, including 
some of his tax cuts. 

“I want to keep the middle class 
tax cuts” that Congress passed dur- 
ing President Bush’s tenure, said 
Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton of 
New York. But she said she favors 
raising taxes for the wealthiest. 

Former Sen. John Edwards of 


North Carolina readily agreed. 
“The truth of the matter is the tax 
policy has been established by the 
big corporations and the wealthi- 
est Americans,” he said. “What we 
ought to be doing instead is getting 
rid of those tax breaks.” 

Across 90 minutes, the fierce 
competition between the two Iowa 
front-runners shone through only 
once — when Obama was asked how 
he could offer a new type of foreign 
policy since several of his advisers 


once worked for President Clinton. 
Hillary Clinton laughed out loud 
at that, and said with a smile, “I’m 
looking forward to hearing that.” 

Obama, also smiling, waited for 
the laughter to die down before say- 
ing, “Hillary, I’m looking forward 
to you advising me as well.” 

Obama, Clinton and Edwards 
are in a tight race in Iowa, accord- 
ing to numerous pre-caucus 
polls with three weeks to go.

Waterboarding Ban Passes 


House approves bill 
that would outlaw CIA 
interrogation methods 

WASHINGTON | The House approved 
an intelligence bill Thursday that 
would prohibit the CIA from using 
waterboarding, mock executions 
and other harsh interrogation 
methods. 

The 222-199 vote sent the 
measure to the Senate, which still 
must act before it can go to Presi- 
dent Bush. 


The White House has threat- 
ened a veto. 

The bill, a House -Senate com- 
promise to authorize intelligence 
operations in 2008, also blocks 
spending 70 percent of the intel- 
ligence budget until the House 
and Senate intelligence commit- 
tees are briefed on Israel’s Sept. 
6 airstrike on an alleged nuclear 
site in Syria. 

The 2008 intelligence budget is 
classified, but it is more than the 
$43 billion approved for 2007. 

Most of the bill itself also is clas- 


sified, although some portions were 
made public. 

One provision requires report- 
ing to the committees on wheth- 
er intelligence agency employees 
are complying with protections 
for detainees from cruel, inhu- 
mane and degrading treatment. 
Another requires a report on the 
use of private contractors in intel- 
ligence work. 

It is the first intelligence autho- 
rization conference bill Congress 
has produced in three years.

Breast Cancer Chcmo Reconsidered 


SANANTONIOI Thousands of breast 
cancer patients each year could be 
spared chemotherapy or get gen- 
tler versions of it without harming 
their odds of beating the disease, 
new research reported at the San 
Antonio Breast Cancer Symposium 
suggests. 

One study found that certain 
women did better — were less 


likely to die or have a relapse — if 
given a less harsh drug than Adri- 
amycin, a mainstay of treatment 
for decades. 

Another found that a gene test can 
help predict whether some women 
need chemo at all — even among 
those whose cancer has spread to 
their lymph nodes, which typically 
brings full treatment now. (ap)

BUENOS AIRES, ARGENTINA 

President Denies Cash From 
Venezuela Was Meant for Her 

Argentina’s new president reacted 
furiously Thursday to accusations 
by U.S. pros- 
ecutors that an 
intercepted suit- 
case full of cash 
from Venezue- 
la was meant to 
finance her elec- 
tion campaign, 
calling the charge 
“garbage in international politics.” 
Aides to President Cristina Fernan- 
dez accused Washington of using 
a “vile trick” to smear her govern- 
ment for its close ties to Venezuela’s 
leftist leader, Hugo Chavez, who is 
campaigning to reduce U.S. influ- 
ence in Latin America. Fernandez 
suggested the charges might have 
been directed at her in part because 
of her gender, (ap) 

ALGIERS, ALGERIA 

Suicide Bombers Had Been 
Jailed, Released in Amnesty 

Two convicted terrorists who had 
been freed in an amnesty carried out 
the suicide bombings at U.N. and 
government buildings that killed 37 
people, an Algerian security official 
said Thursday. One of the bomb- 
ers was a 64 -year- old man in the 
advanced stages of cancer, while 
the other was a 32 -year- old from a 
poor suburb that has produced many 
Islamic militants, the security offi- 
cial said on condition of anonym- 
ity because he was not authorized 
to speak to the media, (ap) 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO 

Aid Worker Who Inspired Web 
Campaign Freed From Gitmo 

A Sudanese aid worker whose deten- 
tion at Guantanamo inspired a well- 
organized campaign for his release 
— including a YouTube video fea- 
turing Martin Sheen — has been 
released from the U.S. military pris- 
on in Cuba, a human rights group 
said. Adel Hassan Hamad was 
among 15 Guantanamo prisoners 
whose transfer to their home coun- 
tries was announced late Wednesday 
by the U.S. Department of Defense, 
according to Reprieve, a British 
human rights group, (ap)

Gore: U.S. Blocking Progress in Bali 


Europeans threaten 
to boycott talks if U.S. 
doesn’t agree to goals 

BALI, INDONESIA | European nations 
Thursday threatened to boycott 
U.S. -sponsored climate talks next 
month unless the Bush adminis- 
tration agrees to a “road map” for 
reducing green houses gases blamed 
for global warming. 

As the Bali climate conference 
headed into the final hours, U.S. 
Nobel laureate A1 Gore said the U.S. 


was “principally responsible” for 
blockingprogress toward agreement 
on launching negotiations to replace 
the Kyoto Protocol when it expires 
in 2012. But he urged delegates 
to reach the required unanimous 
agreement, even if it meant putting 
aside goals for emissions cuts. 

“You can do one of two things 
here,” he said. “You can feel anger 
and frustration and direct it at the 
United States of America, or ... [y]ou 
can decide to move forward.” 

The U.S. Japan, Russia and sev- 
eral other governments are refusing

to accept language in a draft docu- 
ment suggesting that rich nations 
consider cutting emissions by 25 
percent to 40 percent by 2020, 
saying specific targets would limit 
the scope of future talks. European 
nations and others argue that 
numerical goals are essential. 

U.N. climate chief Yvo de Boer 
said the talks were in danger of 
“falling to pieces.” He added that 
while he would like to see numbers 
in the final text, their omission 
would not constitute a failure.

Musharraf to Amend Pakistan’s Constitution by Sat. 


ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I President 
Pervez Musharrafwill end emergen- 
cy rule on Saturday as promised, but 
first he will amend the constitution 
to protect his decisions from court 
review, Pakistan’s attorney general 
said Thursday. 

Attorney General MalikMoham- 
med Qayyum told The Associ- 


ated Press that government legal 
experts were finalizing the amend- 
ments and that the changes would 
be announced before the state of 
emergency is lifted. He provided 
no details. 

Musharraf, who has acknowl- 
edged breaching constitutional 
protections, suspended the con- 


stitution and declared emergency 
rule Nov. 3. 

A new opinion poll by the non- 
profit International Republican 
Institute indicated 60 percent 
of Pakistanis disapprove of the 
job Musharraf is doing, a finding 
that could bode badly for his party 
in parliamentary elections Jan. 8. (ap) 


EU Leaders Sign 
New Treaty to 
Centralize Power 

LISBON, PORTUGAL I European 
Union leaders signed a new treaty 
on Thursday that would give the 
27-nation bloc a long-term president 
and streamline its decision-mak- 
ing process. 

The treaty changes the way the 
bloc is run, with member states sur- 
rendering more powers to central- 
ized rule in Brussels, Belgium after 
years of resisting encroachment 
on their powers. The intention is to 
enable a swifter response to glob- 
al issues. 

Among the treaty’s provisions is 
the appointment of an EU president 
who can speak in the bloc’s name 
and who will serve a five-year 
term, instead of the current six 
months. 

The so-called Lisbon Treaty will 
come into force after it is ratified 
by all member states, possibly by 
2009. (AP)

WASHINGTON! Andre Gordon react- 
ed to Metro’s decision Thursday to 
enact the biggest fare hike in its his- 
tory with a shrug.

That’s because Gordon, like 35 
percent of Metrorail riders, gets a 
federal subsidy for his daily commute 
from Deanwood to Archives -Navy 
Memorial.

Cholesterol Drug 
Blocked by Panel 


Advisers say patients 
may use wrong meds 
without prescription 

WASHINGTON! Government advis - 
ers on Thursday rejected Merck 
& Co.’s bid for over-the-counter 
sales of Mevacor, the granddad- 
dy of the famed cholesterol-low- 
ering drugs. 

Too many of the wrong people 
would use the drug if it no longer 
required a prescription, advisers 
to the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration concluded in a 10-2 vote 
against nonprescription sales of 
the medication. 

“The patients couldn’t figure out 
whether the drug was for them,” said 


one FDA adviser. Dr. William Shrank 
of Harvard Medical School. 

Merck argued that offering a low 
dose of Mevacor on open drugstore 
shelves, next to the aspirin, would 
persuade millions of people with 
moderately high cholesterol levels 
to take a pill that might prevent a 
first heart attack. 

The FDA’s advisers, however, 
were struck by how many people, 
in a study of almost 1,500 poten- 
tial customers, wanted to buy the 
drug even though they were bad 
candidates. One -quarter of peo- 
ple who wanted the pill did not 
have a high enough risk of heart 
disease to qualify, meaning they 
would face unnecessary side effects.

IN SUNDAY SOURCE I When “Satur- 
day Night Fever” thrust its hips into 
America 30 years ago Sunday, disco 
had already detonated in Washing- 
ton. Dance palaces lined the streets 
of Georgetown, midtown and the 
strip off South Capitol Street.

In many ways disco was a uniter.

Discomania bit the dust in the 
early ’80s, but disco itself went back 
underground, where it started and 
where it lives on.

soul album), but they get a kitschy 
kick from performing in costume 
for people who love the music. 

Superflydisco celebrates its first 
anniversary this month and plays 
monthly at Chief Ike’s Mambo 
Room in Adams Morgan.

CHARLES DICKENS SHOULD BE called 
in to write about this moment in 
baseball. For the Mitchell report — 
20 months in the making before 
its release Thursday — is the best 
of times and the worst of times for 
America’s pastime.

The fallout from 
the modern-day black list will be, at 
best, one of outrage, and, at worst, 
one of sad resignation.

Mitchell and MLB Commissioner 
Bud Selig can’t change the past, just 
as Barry Bonds’ 7b2 home runs can’t 
be erased. The only thing to do is to 
admit fault. This report is the first

real act of contrition. 

It doesn’t matter in the long run 
whether Bonds (yes), Sammy Sosa 
(no), Roger Clemens (yes) or Miguel 
Tejada (yes) were on the list. The 
public outing of cheaters, and the 
presumed repercussions that will 
follow, should act as a purifying 
agent — at least for a while — in a 
sport that needs one desperately. 

This appears to be the beginning 
of the end for a sad chapter in base- 
ball. If a clean version of the game 
emerges, perhaps it was worth this 
agonizing 20 months.

Baseball’s Infamous Lineup 


Clemens is the biggest 
star in an All-Star 
group named in report 

BASEBALL I Seven MVPs and 31 All- 
Stars — one for every position — 
and that still wasn’t the worst of the 
long-awaited Mitchell Report. 

That infamy belonged to Roger 
Clemens, the greatest pitcher of his 
era. The Steroids Era. 

Seven-time Cy Young Award win- 
ner, eighth on the all-time list with 
354 victories, an MVP and All-Star 
himself and once a lock for the Hall 
of Fame, Clemens now has another 
distinction: the biggest name linked 
by former Senate Majority Leader 
George Mitchell to illegal use of 
steroids and other performance - 
enhancing drugs. 

In all, Thursday’s 409 -page 
report identified 85 people to dif- 
fering degrees, but, while he vehe- 
mently denied it though his lawyer, 
Clemens was the symbol. 

Barry Bonds, already under 


indictment on charges of lying to 
a federal grand jury about steroids, 
Miguel Tejada and Andy Pettitte 
also showed up in the game’s most 
infamous lineup since the Black 
Sox scandal. 

“If there are problems, I wanted 
them revealed,” commissioner Bud 
Selig said. “His report is a call to 
action, and I will act.” 

Doping was widespread by stars 
as well as scrubs, the report said, 
putting a question mark if not an 
asterisk next to baseball records 
and threatening the integrity of 
the game itself. “Those who have 
illegally used these substances range 
from players whose major league 
careers were brief to potential 
members of the Baseball of Hall 
of Fame,” Mitchell wrote. 

No one was hit harder than Cle- 
mens, singled out in nearly nine 
pages, 82 references by name. 
Much of the information on him 
came from former New York Yan- 
kees major league strength and con- 
ditioning coach Brian McNamee. 


SO, NOW WHAT? 

In his report, George Mitchell 
gave some recommendations: 

Thecommissionershould 
establish a department of inves- 
tigations led by aseniorexecu- 
tivewho reports directly to the 
president of baseball. 

Organizations should con- 
duct background checks forall 
prospective clubhouse person- 
nel. 

Random drug testing of club- 
house personnel. 

A hotlinefor reporting tips 
anonymously. 

Top draft prospects should be 
tested for drugs before the draft. 

An independentdrug test- 
ing program should be imple- 
mented. 

Testimonials, speakers and 
other programs should be used 
during springtrainingto warn 
againstthe dangers of using ste- 
roids. 


The report was unlikely to trig- 
ger a wave of discipline. While a few 
players, such as Bonds, are subjects 
of ongoing legal proceedings, many of 
the instances cited by Mitchell were 
before drug testing began in 2003. 

Mitchell said punishment was 
inappropriate in all but the most 
egregious cases, and Selig said deci- 
sions on any action would come 
“swiftly” on a case-by-case basis. 

While the records will surely 
stand, several stars could pay the 
price in Cooperstown, much the 
way Mark McGwire was kept out 
of the Hall of Fame this year merely 
because of steroids suspicion. 

Mitchell said there was plenty 
of blame to go around. 

“Everyone involved in baseball 
over the past two decades — com- 
missioners, club officials, the players’ 
association and players — shares to 
some extent the responsibility for the 
Steroids Era,” Mitchell said. “There 
was a collective failure to recognize 
the problem as it emerged and to deal 
with it early on.” ronald blum (ap)

Cure for Caps’ 
Homesickness 


Home ice is starting 
to feel a little like an 
advantage in D.C. 

CAPITALS I Attendance ranks last 
in the league, more than 400 fans 
per game behind that hockey hot- 
bed Phoenix. The ice is so bad that 
the owner has acknowledged the 
problem on his blog and promised 
to “do our best to work with building 
management to make it right.” 

But despite its quirks, Verizon 
Center is home, and the Washing- 
ton Capitals finally seem to making 
themselves comfortable. 

Wednesday’s thrilling overtime 
victory over the Rangers marked the 
first time the Caps won three straight 
at home since January, and a defeat 
of visiting Buffalo on Friday would 
give the Caps (12-17-2), who started 
this season 2-7-0 on F Street, their 
first sweep of a four- game home 
stand in nearly eight years. 

“Our home record up until a cou- 
ple ofweeks ago was absolutely atro- 
cious,” goaltender Olie Kolzig said. 
“If we can start winning at home, 
we can make up a lot of [ground], 
and if we can continue to play like 
that on the road, we can slowly claw 
ourselves back in this thing.” 


The win over New York pulled 
the Capitals even with Los Ange- 
les as the NHL’s cellar dweller and, 
amazingly, to within 3.5 games of 
the final playoff spot in the con- 
gested Eastern Conference. 

Playing at a 6-3-1 clip since 
Bruce Boudreau replaced Glen 
Hanlon behind the bench, the 
Caps realized a string of four con- 
secutive home games offered a great 
chance to establish momentum— 
Kolzig called it a “make-or-break” 
week. The team just had to learn 
how to win in Washington. 

One key has been holding the 
pre-game skate Verizon Center 
instead of the new Kettler prac- 
tice facility in Ballston to get used 
to its flaws. 

“Sometimes the ice is not good 
at night,” Alex Ovechkin said. “You 
have to skate more on this ice.” 

As for the fans, those who have 
shown up have been spirited. If the 
Caps keep winning, perhaps more 
will come. 

“Our fans have always been 
good,” winger Matt Bradley said. 
“It’s a matter of not being prepared. 
In the last couple of games we’ve 
been prepared, had the fans behind 
us, and it’s been going really well.”

Will Smith’s acting 
saves the nearly 
doomed 1 Am Legend’ 

F I L M I So, if we must watch the last 
man on Earth wander aimlessly, it 
may as well be someone who can 
hold our attention, like the char- 
ismatic Will Smith, star of “I Am 
Legend.” 

While Smith certainly conjures 


both pathos and absurd laughs as 
Robert Neville, a military scientist 
whose immunity to a deadly virus 
leaves him stranded in Manhat- 
tan with only his trusted German 
shepherd for companionship, it’s the 
visual effects in director Francis 
Lawrence’s film that truly dazzle. 
CGI-enhanced images of Times 
Square, Washington Square Park 
and Tribeca, eerily silent and still 
and covered in weeds, provide a 


haunting setup. 

Then come the Infected — the 
ones who didn’t die from the virus 
but rather were transformed into 
shrieking, flailing crazies who come 
out only at night. And here’s where 
“I Am Legend” turns from a quiet 
meditation on the nature of human- 
ity into a B -movie schlockfest. 

It’s too bad, too, because Law- 
rence, who previously directed 
Keanu Reeves in the thriller “Con- 


stantine,” is really on to something 
for a while. With the help of stark 
cinematographyfromAndrewLesn- 
ie, he sucks you into this comatose 
version of the city that never sleeps. 
It’s totally disconcerting, but, at the 
same time, engrossing — watching 
Neville roam about with his dog, 
Sam, and a hunting rifle, past 
Grand Central Terminal and bill- 
boards for “Wicked” and “Rent,” 
you have absolutely no idea what’s 
going to happen next. 

Military man that he is, Neville 
has his routine down cold, with a 
daily radio broadcast seeking out 
any other survivors and alarms to 
warm him when the sun’s about to 
go down. But he’s also a human being 
who misses the wife and little girl 
(Smith’s 7-year- old daughter. Wil- 
low) he lost during the city’s frantic 
evacuation a few years back. 

He talks to his dog as if she 
were a friend and is polite enough 
to return the movies he borrows 
from his local video store before 
checking out new ones. By now, he 
can recite every word to “Shrek,” 
which is amusing and surreal — 
one blockbuster star mimicking 
others. But he’s also achingly lonely, 
talking to store mannequins as if 
they were real people, not unlike 
Tom Hanks and his beloved volley- 
ball Wilson in “Cast Away.” For all 
his charm and personality. Smith 
doesn’t quite have the emotional 
depth of a Hanks to pull it off 
completely, but he does make you 
sense his pain, nonetheless.

In “Alvin and the Chipmunks,” 
our furry, little singing friends 
have been turned into something 
like tiny Justin Timberlakes. They 
use phrases like “’sup playa,” per- 
form with Madonna- style head- 
set microphones and even suffer 


from that chronic tour-canceler: 
“exhaustion.” 

No, they don’t enter rehab, run 
over paparazzi or suddenly shave 
off all their hair. But here, Alvin, 
Simon and Theodore are young pop 
stars, susceptible to the whims of 
label management. 

“Alvin and the Chipmunks” is 
the latest attempt to revive a dor- 
mant cartoon franchise, this time 
by placing anatomically correct, 
CGI-animated chipmunks in a 
live -action film. 



In this disastrous remake, Alvin and co. 
actually use phrases like ‘‘sup playa.” 


“Alvin” revolves around the chip- 
munks moving from the wild to civi- 
lization. After their tree is chopped 
down and brought to Los Angeles, 
they are soon taken in by musician 
Dave Seville (Jason Lee). 

Lee, the talented comedic actor 
of the TV series “My Name is Earl,” 
does reasonably well. But when he’s 
finally called upon to yell the trade- 
mark “Alllllvin! ,” it feels like a forced

‘Kite Runner Soars 



The beloved novel is 
tastefully restrained 
and moving onscreen 

FILM I Director Marc Forster’s 
exceedingly respectful adaptation 
of Ktialed Hosseini’s international 
best-seller “The Kite Runner” has 
both a subtle, captivating natural- 
ism and some convenient plot turns 
that are difficult to overcome. 

Screenwriter David Benioff 
(“The 25th Hour”) remained 
largely faithful to Hosseini’s story 
about the friendship between two 
boys in Afghanistan just before the 
1979 Soviet invasion, and the way 
one’s betrayal of the other haunts 
him for decades to come. 

When Forster focuses on the 
kids, wealthy Amir (Zekiria Ebra- 


himi) and the family servant’s feisty 
son Hassan (the irresistible Ahmad 
Khan Mahmoodzada), “The Kite 
Runner” is light, sweet, charming. 
The boys’ obsession with kites and 
American movies like “The Magnif- 
icent Seven” and “Bullitt” is funny 
and believable, and the young 
actors playing them seem surpris- 
ingly comfortable, considering these 
are their first screen roles. 

But the film, shot mainly on loca- 
tion in Western China, also dark- 
ens plausibly with danger lurking 
around every corner. For the most 
part, Forster — whose eclectic film- 
ography runs from “Monster’s Ball” 
to “Stranger Than Fiction” — shows 
great restraint during moments 
that could have been heavily 
melodramatic. 

The rape of little Hassan by a 


group of bullies in a Kabul market- 
place alley, which Amir secretly wit- 
nesses and fearfully does nothing 
about, is a prime example. Working 
with his longtime cinematographer 


Roberto Schaefer, Forster handles 
this harrowing moment delicately, 
which makes it more significant for 
the viewer. Similarly, he depicts a 
death of a major character later on 


with quiet and grace. 

Once the story follows Amir as 
an adult (Khalid Abdalla), living as 
an aspiring writer in San Francisco 
with his ailing father (the formidable 
Homayoun Ershadi), the tone turns 
draggier — which is understand- 
able and necessary, given that Amir 
remains wracked with shame for his 
childhood transgression, but that 
also means it loses its earlier energy. 
(Forster and Benioff do inject some 
much-needed humor as Amir meets 
and awkwardly courts the woman 
who will become his wife, played 
by Atossa Leoni.) 

And once Amir returns to the rav- 
aged, Taliban- controlled Kabul he 
no longer recognizes for the chance 
to right his wrong, moments that 
should have been more poignant are 
instead distracting for their conve- 
nience. Old foes show up at just the 
right time, and sequences that played 
out at the beginning are echoed at 
the end. It’s a jarring contrast for a 
film that’s so clearly aiming for emo- 
tional and political realism.

Of Quirky, 
Sincere Joy 


‘Juno’ rewrites the 
book on the limbo 
known as teenhood 


even in moments of crisis. Page 
first appears on-screen walking 
to the drug store, chugging Sunny 
Delight from a gallon jug on her 
way to buy yet another home preg- 
nancy test. Pint-size and intense, 
Juno has a sardonic nonchalance 
that masks whatever emotional 
turmoil she’s going through. But 
her deadpan stance occasionally 
falls away to reveal what she is — a 
young kid in a tough spot, which 
only makes her earlier bravado feel 
all the more authentic. 


FILM I In “Juno,” a spunky teenage 
girl (Ellen Page) named after the 
Roman goddess of women and 
childbirth gets herself acciden- 
tally knocked up and decides to 
carry the pregnancy to term and 
then give “the thing” (as she fondly 
refers to her unborn progeny) up 
for adoption to a picture -perfect 
couple (played stunningly by Jen- 
nifer Garner and Jason Bateman) 
she finds advertised in the local 
Penny Saver. 

If the premise sounds like just 
the thing to raise a few eyebrows 
at some conservative media watch- 
dog groups, wait until they see how 
it turns out. Of course, any forth- 
coming blasts of righteous con- 
demnation will probably only 
add to the overall experience of 
the movie, which is already about 
as entertaining as it gets. Direct- 
ed by Jason Reitman (“Thank You 
for Smoking”) from a screenplay by 
hot newcomer Diablo Cody, whose 
memoir, “Candy Girl,” recounted 
her year as an “unlikely stripper” 
in Minnesota, “Juno” is hilarious 
and sweet-tempered, perceptive 
and surprisingly grounded. 

At first, it seems as if the script 
is going to stay glib and superficial 
and that Juno will communicate 
via rim shot zingers exclusively. 


Juno has a 
sardonic non- 
chalance that 
masks what- 
ever emotion- 
al turmoil she's 
going through. 


It also helps that the sublime 
Michael Cera has been cast as 
Bleeker, Juno’s buddy and secret 
admirer, and the unlikely father 
of her baby. A track geek whose 
milky, short- clad thighs, intense 
(possibly myopic) gaze and terry 
cloth headbands make him more 
intriguing than he knows, Bleeker 
belongs to the same genus as the 
characters Cera played in “Super- 
bad” and “Arrested Development” 
— smart, awkward, sincere, seri- 
ous, weirdly irresistible. A gruff- 
but-lovable J.K. Simmons and a 
saucy Allison Janney are equally 
adorable as Juno’s dad and step- 
mom, Mac and Brenda MacGuff , 
whom Cody and Reitman treat with

AMERICAN GANGSTER (R, 151 minutes) 
This movie stars Denzel Washington 
as Frank Lucas, a beneath-the-radar 
Harlem heroin impresario of the 1970s 
who put together an astonishing orga- 
nization before anyone noticed, and 
Russell Crowe as Richie Roberts, the 
Jersey detective who took him down. 
Director Ridley Scott plays the stories 


of Lucas and Roberts off each other so 
adroitly that we don’t noticethatthetwo 
antagonists aren’t even aware of each 
other until the movie’s second half and 
never eyeball each other until the Iast20 
minutes. The movie has the aspirations 
of an epic of crime and punishment, a 
superb feel for time and milieu, and an 
almostsubliminal feel for myth, (ah) 
ATONEMENT (R, 123 minutes) This film 
version of Ian McEwan’s 2002 novel 
has achieved that to which every liter- 
ary adaptation should aspire. It’s 1935, 
and the Tallises have gathered for a 
quiet summer weekend. When Briony 
observes her beautiful sister, Cecilia, 
(Keira Knightley), suddenly jump into 



a fountain while the caretaker’s son, 
Robbie (James McAvoy), looks on, 
Briony doesn’t see youthful impetu- 
ousness. She sees something forbid- 
den and threatening, which is how she 
will read and report all that comes later. 
Those events will take Briony, Cecilia and 
Robbieto World War II and even the pres- 
ent day, as that summer weekend rever- 
berates in a series of excruciating twists. 
Howfitting that a novel so devoted to the 
precision and passionateloveof language 
be captured in a film that is simply too 
exquisite for words, (ah) 

AUGUST RUSH (PG, 114 minutes) This 
contemporary fairy tale follows the 
predictable course of August (Freddie 
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Highmore), an orphan who waits forthe 
day when he’ll find his parents. We’ve 
met them: an Irish rock singer (Jonathan 
Rhys Meyers) and a classical cellist (Keri 
Russell). Howthey get involuntarily sepa- 
rated is just one ofthealmost unbearable 
contrivances that permeate this movie, 
which plays more to the gag reflexthan 
to the heart, especially when our orphan 
starts playing the guitar like a virtuoso 
after what seems like a three-minute 
tutorial, (dt) 

AWAKE (R, 80 minutes) Hayden 
Christensen playsaman whofinds him- 
self awake and aware during heart sur- 
gery. He“imagines” himself offtheoper- 
ating table, and roamstheworld, passing 
through pastand present invisibly. Inthis 
condition, heisableto assembletheplot 
behind the alarming news he acquires 
in the operating room. I liked the mov- 
ie’s unassuming nature, the way it never 
goes all stylish and becomes one of those 
films about being afilm, as opposed to 
being about telling a story. It is a pleas- 
ing if negligiblediversion. (sh) 

BEE MOVIE (PG, 91 minutes) It would be 
wrong to suggestthatthis movie, which 
features the voice of Jerry Seinfeld as 
a wisecracking insect, is unpleasant to 


sit through. But it would also be wrong 
to claim that it is abuzz with hilarity. The 
movie, which Seinfeld also co-produced 
and co-wrote, never takes off. How could 
it, with such a bee-labored premise: that 
Barry (Seinfeld) becomes so outraged 
about food companies profiting from 
honey, betakes humanity to court? And 
the morethe movie progresses, the more 
you realize how much Seinfeld’s voice 
sounds like a droning bee — the kind 
you want to swat away, (sh) 

BEFORE THE DEVIL KNOWS YOU’RE DEAD 
(R, 117 minutes) This isthe story of two 
brothers, one strong, one weak, whose 
desperation and greed lead them down 
an increasingly depraved path. Philip 
Seymour Hoffman plays Andy, the alpha 
bro’; Ethan Hawke is Hank, not nearly as 
successful. Both men have money issues, 
which iswhy Andy approaches Hankwith 
a plan to get more. What makes thefilm 
so riveting is Hoffman, who delivers a 
tour deforce performance. And director 
Sidney Lumet weaves in and out of the 
action, proving to be as adroit with new 
technology as he was with old-school 
celluloid. (DT) 

BEOWULF (PG-13, 120 minutes) Director 
Robert Zemeckis uses a technique 
called motion-capture to conjure 
fantastical things, angles into action 
and sweeping vistas to stun your eyes 
and take your breath away. But what he 


hasn’t mastered and whatthetechnique 
can’t do isthis: emotion-capture. What 
you are seeing isthe process by which 
actors’ movements are recorded elec- 
tronically, transformed into imagery, 
then inserted into a meticulously real- 
ized, computer-generated Dark Ages. 
The story works, but I wish they’d teach 
these avatars to act. (sh) 

ENCHANTED (PG, 107 minutes) This 
charming family comedy from Disney 
celebrates the princess cult it invented 
while skewering its most saccharin con- 
ventions. After an old-school animated 
opening sequence, replete with asinging 
maiden named Giselle, itturns into a live- 
action adventure in which Giselle, played 
bythe winning Amy Adams, is banished 
by the prince’s evil stepmotherto — eek! 
— Manhattan. Giselle meets a divorce 
lawyer named Robert (Patrick Dempsey) 
and his6-year-old daughter. Giselleeven- 
tually overcomes Robert’s wariness and 
cynicism, even as she’s being pursued 
by her brave but dim Prince Charming 
(James Marsden). This is a rare com- 
edy that will appeal to the whole family, 
as it indulges in all the dreams of fairy- 
tale romance while making a few 21st- 
century adjustments. (AH) 

FRED CLAUS (PG, 120 minutes) Vince 
Vaughn plays Fred, theglum older brother 
ofSanta(PaulGiamatti).SinceChristmas

THE GOLDEN COMPASS (PG-13, 117 min- 
utes) Derived from thefirst book of Philip 
Pullman’strilogy, “His Dark Materials,” 
this movie follows an adventurous girl 
named Lyra Belacqua (Dakota Blue 
Richards) as she rescues herfriend and 
a bunch of other kidsfrom a brainwash- 
ing laboratory in the Arctic Circle run by 
the Magisterium. Thefilm’s setting is a 
parallel earth, much like ours, except it’s 
perpetually 1937, and kids all have “dae- 
mons,” shape-shifting creatures who 
contain their creativity and conscience 


and accompany them everywhere. The 
movie simply delivers too many color- 
ful characters for its own good, noneof 
whom establish a true emotional iden- 
tity, and thus it isn’t moving; it’s busy. 
Busy, busy, busy, (sh) 

GONE BABY GONE (R, 120 minutes) One 
of the great pleasures of mystery writer 
Dennis Lehaneand of the movies derived 
from his books — “Mystic River” and 
now this film — is sense of place. The 
booksare like a tour of back-alley, blue- 
collar Beantown; spend time with them in 
any form and you start swallowing your 
r’s,then spittingthem out as h’s. That’s 
what makes this movie, directed by Ben 
Affleck, such a pleasure. Two detec- 
tives, Patrick Kenzie (Ben Affleck’s gift- 
ed younger brother, Casey) and Angie 
Gennaro (Michelle Monaghan), are 
brought in on a case that has the neigh- 
borhood andthecopstied up in knots. A 
beautiful child is missing, and immedi- 
ately a generally unasked question aris- 
es: Dothesocial marginals deservethe 
same protection and service from the 
cops that more respectable, bourgeois 
citizens do? The movie is really Casey 
Affleck’s, but the real star is Boston’s 
seamier side, vividly evoked, (sh) 
HITMAN (R, 100 minutes) This is the 
best movie derived from a violent com- 
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puter game we’ve ever seen. On a routine 
assignmentto assassinate a rising politi- 
cal moderate in St. Petersburg, Agent 47 
(Timothy Olyphant) finds himself caught 
in a double cross, and being chased by 
Interpol agent Mike (Dougray Scott). 
Naturally, Agent 47 is going to have to 
shoot his way to the truth and safety. 
Nothing particularly original. But as an 
almost abstract killing machine. Agent 
47 is a model of lethal efficiency. And it’s 
intriguing to watch him come to terms 
with the real emotion of L-O-V-E as he 
teams up with a babe named Nika (Olga 
Kurylenko), (dt) 

I’M NOT THERE (R, 135 minutes) To die- 
hard fans of Bob Dylan, it made all the 
sense in the world that Todd Haynes 
decided to makea biopic using sixactors 
to play the singer-songwriter. How better 
to capture a man who has spent a career 
inventing new personae? The resulting 
film isafascinatingexperimentthat, ifthe 
viewer is willing to surrenderto Haynes’s

An open letter to the Citizens of Arlington County 

On Saturday December 15*^, the elected members of the Arlington County Board will 
decide whether or not to change County Code, restricting who general employees 
can elect to represent them on the Arlington County Employee’s Retirement System 
(ACERS) board. 

The County Board was originally considering a proposal which called for the outright 
elimination of democratically elected employee and retiree representatives to the 
county retirement board by replacing them with persons who were to be selected by the 
county manager. Responding to objections, the County Board withdrew this proposal. 

Now, the County Board is poised to narrowly restrict retirement board employee 
trustees to only active employees. General employees are currently represented by 
two democratically elected trustees - one a well respected, retired county employee 
and the other a former government attorney, federal pension regulator and spouse of a 
county employee. General Employees strongly believe they should be able to continue 
to elect pension system trustees who are the most qualified to serve Arlington and its 
employees, and ask the County Board to make op change regarding who may represent 
them. 

The County Board will also consider cutting the terms for pension board trustees from 
four to two years, bucking a statewide trend. Given the complexity of pension fund 
investing, recent changes in federal law, and the learning curve that comes with this 
responsibility, employees have asked that the County Board make no change to the 
current four-year terms of service. 

Employees now ask the citizens of Arlington to support its employees in defending 
democratic principles which have been in place for the last fifty years.

ago and hasn’t looked back. “And if 
you’re going to play the part, you’ve 
got to look the part.” 

The process is serious, too. It 
involves bleaching, toning, cutting 
and a lot of sitting. It takes an aver- 
age of four hours — but the ordeal 
can last as long as two days. 

It’s not cheap — the first treat- 
ment costs $225 and touchups cost

Do the Mitchell report’s revela- 
tions preclude Roger Clemens, et 
al from being inducted into the Hall 
of Fame — either by rule or simply 
as a practical effect? 

If Bud Selig suspends/bans Cle- 
mens (which I seriously doubt he 


will do), then he will be ineligible 
for the Hall. Otherwise, it will be 
up to individual voters to decide 
not to vote for him because he 
used steroids. 

So, how is it that Mitchell is so 
incredibly sure of Barry Bonds’ ste- 
roid use, yet MLB and the federal 
government have never been able 
to prove it? Does he have proof or 
accusations? 

There is no difference between 
proof and accusations until they 
have been submitted to a jury or 
some other person to act as fact- 
finder. Testimony accusing some- 
one, if accepted, becomes proof And 
the federal government is going to 
have to prove Bonds used steroids 


in order to convict him of perjury. 
So, stay tuned. 

Can the criminal violations truly be 
ignored? Is there a statute of limita- 
tions on pressing charges? Do you 
think that is the senator’s intent? 

Mitchell clearly seemed to want the 
report to stand as a historical doc- 
ument and to shift the focus onto 
recommendations for the future, 
not punishing past misconduct. 
So, I think he would not want to 
see criminal punishment or MLB 
punishment.

The classic experiential gift is a 
dream activity well beyond the beat- 
en path — the hot-air balloon ride, 
the race car-driving lessons, the pri- 
vate falcon hunts. (Really!) And a 
few years ago, it would have been 
up to you to track down said hot 
air balloon. Now, recently launched 
sites such as Excitations.com and 
Signaturedays.com can do it for you 
in a few clicks. (Needless to say, the 
options for eleventh-hour shopping 
are endless.) 

Pre-planned packages are far 
from the only choices, though 
others might require more work. 
Classes and workshops make fine

in their schedules — don’t give an 
overbooked stressball nightly tuba 
lessons). Networking spots like 
Meetup.org and Craigslist.com 
are excellent resources for out-there 
adventures, from tarot card-read- 
ing lessons to a poi (firespinning) 
group you can book for your next 
barbecue. If the budget’s just not 
there, teach a friend to fly-fish or 
babysit his bratty brood. 

Even kids — apt to toss a toy 
aside after a week of ardor — will 
get more out of an activity they can 
enjoy all year. Matt Niemi, who dish- 
es out organizational tips on the blog 
Unclutterer.com, encourages intan- 
gibles for his 18-month-old daughter, 
Ella. “She’s in danger of becoming 
super-spoiled, so we’re trying to curb 
the toys that come into our house,” 
says the Pittsburgh Web designer. 
“We got her a year’s pass to the zoo 
last year, and, hopefully, she’ll get 
another one this year.”

If 
it takes too long to figure out what 
the heck your carefully calligraphied 
free -verse poem means, “they miss 
the whole point and the excitement,” 
says Dallas-based etiquette expert 
Colleen Rickenbacher, who advises 
companies on employer gift-giving.

It’s all too easy to get caught up 
in the excitement and forget your 
recipient. “It has to be a life expe- 
rience for them, not for you,” says 
Rickenbacher. “Is this person going 
to want to skydive?” What if he or 
she is afraid of heights? Run it by 
family or friends for a second opin- 
ion ... then swear them to secrecy. 

If you’re the unlucky claustro- 
phobe who finds a submarine ride 
in her stocking, say something right 
away, says Rickenbacher. Don’t

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Burning Questions About Cookies 


I have an “air cushion” baking sheet 
and an old heavy-duty one. The air 
cushion one takes longer to 
bake, but the cookies don’t 
seem to burn on the bot- 
tom; using the regular 
one, I often have overly 
brown cookie bottoms. 

Any advice? 

No need to mourn the air- 
sheet pan. Just stack two same-size 
cookie sheets together and line the 
top one with parchment paper. No 



more cookie-burnt bottoms or undu- 
ly browned cookies, and no need to 
invest in another specialty 
cookie sheet. 

A great tip I learned is 
to microwave butter 
on 10 percent power for 
one minute to soften but- 
ter in a pinch. If a minute is 
not enough, then go an additional 
30 seconds. 

My own tip for this is to shred the 



Bite-size baked goods can be very deli- 
cious, but equally challengingto make. 


butter, like cheese, on a cheese grat- 
er. The butter shreds in no time flat, 
and in nice shreds or curls, it eas- 
ily creams or incorporates in your 
recipe. Even frozen butter seems 
to work this way. And there are no 
surprises from a second too much 
in the microwave as butter softens, 
because it also can melt a bit if you 
are not watching it. 

If I need to reuse a baking sheet 
for my next batch, do i need to let it 


cool to room tempature before i put 
my new batch on the sheet and in 
the oven? 

It’s most helpful to work with a 
couple of baking sheets at a time. 
You can have the next batch of 
cookies waiting to go in while 
you’re transferring the just-baked 
cookies to a wire rack to cool. As 
for washing, that’s the beauty part 
about using parchment paper.

Bowling Pin Lamp 

My friend has had this pin ever 
since a certain posh bowling alley 
opened. With patience (and a pricey 
drill bit), Tom and I transformed it 
into a fab light. 

Besides your pin, you’ll need a 
lamp kit (sold at big-box hard- . . 
ware stores), an all-in-one 
bundle of cord, sockets, ; 
switches, lamp pipe, nuts • 
and bolts. 

We don’t have a free- 
standing drill press, so we 
used a handheld to bore a hole 
through the pin. The sharp metal 
teeth of a 17-inch-tall, wood-hol- 
lowing Auger bit drilled from top 
to bottom. Ours was 3/8 inch in 
diameter, chosen to fit a lamp 
pipe the same width into the pin 
so it could hold up a socket. While 
many DIY Web sites recommend 
a hand brace with an auger, an 
18 -volt power drill worked for us. 
Just drill very slowly. 

The process wasn’t particular- 
ly laborious, but it was hard on my 



arms. We don’t have clamps, so I 
had the lucky task of holding the 
pin steady while Tom drilled. The 
pin was tall, so we had to dump 
out sawdust often. Once we could 
see daylight at one end of the hole, 
we fed an electrical cord through 
and followed the directions on the 
lamp kit for installing the socket. 
Now just stick a shade on top; ours 
is from Target. 

Posh Pillow Case 

Throw pillows are 
• ubiquitous in urban 
; apartments, but original 
(and cheap) ones are hard 
to find. We took a basic 
Target pillow and spiced it 
up with fabric I scored for $6. 

First, though it seems counter- 
intuitive, you destroy the pillow. 
Use a seam ripper to slice open a 
stitch every few inches and gen- 
tly rip the sides apart, taking care 
not to rip the fabric or the piping 
along the edge. You should now 
have two pieces of cloth, one of 
which has piping, and whatever 
was inside. 

Then cut a swath of cloth the 
same size as one of the pillow halves.

Make a fabric sandwich, placing it 
in between the two original sides of 
the pillow, with the part you want 
to face out facing in. 

Stitch around the pillow’s edges, 
staying outside the piping so when 
you turn the fabric inside out, it’ll 
show. After stitching three of four 
sides, turn the fabric inside out and 
insert the insides. Finish by neatly 
folding the layers of cloth on the 
fourth side together, then stitching 
along the edge.
